1 . ) The subject-matter of claims 1-11 is new in view of the available prior art. 

2. ) The document D1 is regarded as being the closest prior art to the subject-matter of 
claim 1 , and discloses (the references in parentheses applying to this document) 

a nutritional composition comprising (per 100 kcal) 10-14,5% of a protein source (casein, 
milk protein, whey), about 42% of fat, about 44% of carbohydrate and about 3,5 pg TGF- 
(32 (see cited passages in the search report). 

The composition may be used in the treatment or prophylaxis of inflammatory conditions of 
the gastro-intestinal tract. 

The subject-matter of claim 1 therefore differs from this known D1 in that the composition 
provides 20-30% of the energy of the composition and the composition further comprises 
free glutamine. 

The problem to be solved by the present invention may be regarded as to provide a 
nutritional composition which is useful for treating or preventing side-effects of 
chemotherapy and/or radiation therapy (e.g. diarrhoea, increased intestinal permeability). 

The solution proposed by the applicant can therefore be regarded as an alternative to D1 . 

Although the advantages of the a) a higher amount of protein and b) the effect of free 
glutamine cannot be clearly seen, there is no hint in D1 to introduce these features. 

Claim 1 is therefore regarded as inventive. 
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Claims 9-1 1 relate to various uses of the composition according to claim 1 and are also 
inventive. 
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
